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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 7 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being e by Schipper et 
al.. 

The patent to Schipper et al. discloses a method for operating a virtual odometer 
by calibrating an odometer 47 with a LD (locating device) 1 3 that can also serve as 
the odometer as recited in column 3, lines 60-65. The Id 13 is regarded as the virtual 
odometer as it derives the distance from the GPS signal or any other suitable locating 
signal. As described in column 4, lines 1-30 the device uses distance and time and 
speed data obtained from the LD device 1 3 to calculate and calibrate odometer and 
speedometer data. The minimum time interval is to. As speed is calculated from 
distance over time the device inherently virtually tracks all 3. GPS uses exact time 
measurements and known locations of satellites to triangulate a position based on the 
speed of the signals from the satellite. The GPS system inherently tracks distance 
traveled as well as distances to a way point in a virtual manner. As disclosed in column 
1 1 the system describes how the GPS odometer and conventional odometer differ. In 
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regard to claim 20 the examiner takes official notice that GPS devices use the last 
known position and present position when a signal has been lost to calculate average 
speed and distance traveled as they know the time precisely. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-16, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Schipper et al. in view of Lightner et al.. 

5. The patent to Schipper et al. discloses all features of the claimed invention as 
described above, but for the wireless communication with a remote location. The patent 
to Schipper et al. discloses that the tracking system may be accessed and viewed at a 
remote location at a future time. The patent to Lightner et al. discloses a wireless 
diagnostic system that monitors the vehicle at a remote location. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
provide the device of Schipper et al. with a monitoring device at a remote location by 
wireless communication in order to obtain real time information of the vehicle tracking 
system. 

6. Remarks. 
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7. It is noted that in column 9 of Schipper that the distance is calculated from the 
speed of the LD in formula 4 by using the speed from the LD to get distance at various 
sampling times. The device inherently receives this data in the calibration process.
